Wo cannot help nn fidmixtiu-c of 
condeniiiation c.reoping into tlioi'celing 
of rejji'ot with which wo view tbo act of 
v(!Hi;^Mi;ition of the Pih)t Board. Tlio 
niarino interests of British Columbia 
perhaps novcr stood nioro in Deed of 
vigilant ovor.sight than now. They 
AYcro never any too well loolced after; 
although it must bo admitted that the 
Pilot" Board has rondorod vahiablo 
service, even up to the day of its recent 
act of folo do SB. In the artiole of 
ra.iig-nation, tlio need of Ipgul advice 
is set forth, and failjire on the part of 
the Domipou Govenimefl.t to furnish 
"the pec'ubidry e^^tanco, &c. , &o., 
applied:! pr iii; the Board's Besolutiou" 
is allegeiV asnthe, proximate cause of 
the leap into .nonexistence. Not be- 
ing cognizant of the extent to which 
'•pecuniary assistance" was asked, and 
being ignorant of what is covered by 
• -itc. , &c. ," we are not, of course, in a 
position to judge as to the reasonable- 
ixess of the asking or the blamableness 
of'the refusing. Looking at the mat- 
tor, however, from an outside stand- 
point, it seems impossible to •under- 
stand how any very groat expenditure 
could necotisarilly be involved. "Wo 
are not sure, but it is our own impres- 
sion, that the Federal Government do 
jiut usually furnish local Pilot Boaids 
with legal advisers, although any pOint 
of law roforrod to tho Minister of Ju;- 
tico (which tlio rioviucial Attomoy- 
General might bo unable to elucidate) 
would doubtless receive proper atten- 
tion; but, bo that as it may, one 
cannot help regretting that tho 
Board siiould havo conceived them- 
seh'os justilicd, nuicli less called 
npo'.i, to take such mi extreme course 
on this ground. It scoms not impos- 
sible that misconception might havo 
been obviated by keeping more pro- 
minently injview the fact that, although 
necessaiily amenable to Federal Le- 
gislation, it was local rather than l^o- 
minion luterosts with which tho Board 
was charged. It appears to ua, at auy- 
rate, that if the gentlemen comprisin|f 
£hat Board had thought the continued 
exercise of their functions less imjjort- 
ant to the Dominion than to thoir own 
Province they might havo hesiiated to 
adopt such a courso upon sucli a 
ground. Tliese gentlemen, or, some 
of them, haye, long given the public 
the benefit of their valuable services 
iu that capacity without fco or reward; 
drid while it could not, perhaps, h* re- 
asonably expected lliat thuy should 
continue thu.so services under tho 
"new responsihilitios thrust upon them 
by Federal enactment," wo cannot al- 
togethei; help thinking that they might 
have successfully t3(;iight tho co-ojiera- 
tion of tho CJhiUuber of L'ominorco in 
some tcmporarv cxpeclicut for tiding 
over the dillicniity, instead of taking a 
step which sntldenly tlcprivos the 
country of the services of a Pilot Board 
and le,i\ye5 the nautical interest of tho 
FroTiiice:u)>1^9 tender mercies of — 
nobody.

Death. of £x-Mayor Lewis- 

On Friday morning wbilo the joy-bolls 
▼eta ringing luerry peals of weloouio to 
the UBW-boni vcar, mul tim lioii ts of 
many ■wore liikul with thu liriu'lit. aiuiiuiiii- 
tlona of a liap]))- future, ('x-Miiyui' Uictli- 
ai'tl LiOwiK, o!R! of tiio yL-iUlf.st aiul laiuli'st 
of men, suiidiimU'il by lii.s son■o^\■ill<^ 
•wife auil littlo oue.s uiul iniuiy frioiuLs, lay 
dying lit liis lo.sidenoo. Tor some dnya 
toe auH'cicr Inul l)ouu beyond hope, and 
as the .sliiuliiw of l')e;itli lU'ow iiearor iiml 
nearer, ho grud ualiy lusL consrioiu iiess, 
and wheu tiio yiiproino iiicniu'ut (^aino ho 
fell into n, (luiot .-shuuber, from which ho 
■^v■ill Dover awukoii in this world. I\Ir. 
LiQwi.s was a uiitivo of London, Jinghiiid, 
nged|Cl years, uiul leaves ii wife aud four 
children. By profession bo was an arch- 
itoet, and before ciiiniiig to| British Col 
uiubia followoil bis i)roft'ssiou in Chili 
and S.iii Fninciseo. lio lauded al. Victo- 
ria in IHTiS, luul lias siu'-'O resided lioii', 
taking an aetivo part in puhlio all'airs. Ho 
la-as thrice oleoted to tho City tlonncil, 
ai.d served one year as Mayor, discharg- 
ing tbo duties olliuieutly and well. Dur- 
ing his term of office as Mayor tho small- 
pox visited tho place, aud it was owing 
to Iho «nergolio ollbrta of Mr. Lewis that 
tho sconrge did not become opidomic. 
MuBonic Hall and many of our linest 
buildings were designed by Mr. Lowi.s, 
and Tviil long stand as mo.iunients to his 
orchiteetural ability and taste. Mr. Lewis 
■was one of the most amiable and charita- 
ble of nieu, and always took a leading 
position iu the organization and inanage- 
mout of uharitablo institutions. At tlio 
time of bis death ho was a Past Muster of 
Yietoria Lodge F. & A. M., a charter 
Zqember of the lloyal Arch Ohajiter F. .fe 
A. M.,and of tho EQcampineut I.O.O.F., 
a maniber of Victoria Lodge I.O.O.Piaud 
Also of tho Pioneer Society, and of tho 
Deluge Engine Co., all of whom will fol- 
'Jow tlie remains of their dead brother to 
Hie cemetery to-day. At the dying ro- 
rfjueat of the deceased tho funeral will 
iake jjlace from JIasonio Hall at 2 o'chick 
this afternoon. The remains may bo 
viewed at the Uall from 10 to 1 o'clock 
to^lay. The funeral service will bo eon- 
ductea at the Reformed Ej^'soopal 
Church.
